DISCUSSION 


OVER PANAMA 


TOOK UP 'MIHK OF THE SEN­ 
ATE VE8TEKDAV. 


l>ebate Arose Over Bcsolntion 
XiMtklngto Arbitration of Col­ 
ombia’« Claim on Acconntof 
Bcvolttttnn. 


Washington, Jan. 12.—For almost ve 
Iioura t« day tlie senate debated the Pana­ 
ma question and it was still under con­ 
sidération Miien the «enatc adjourned. The 
di.‘;eus«ion arose over a resolution looking 
to the arbitration of Colombia’s clalm-s 
on account of the Panama revolution. It 
''vas introduced early in the day by Ba­ 
con and was promptly met by a motion by 
' l/odgt* to table it. Thl.s motion aroused 
tlie feeling of the Democratic senators, 
who eon.strued the motion as intended to 
eut off debate, and said the senate would 
delKite the Pamima question On some 
other re.solutlon, if not on thi.s. Finally 
l-odgre consented to withhold hl.s motion 
îind tlie discus.sion proceeded throughout 
the day, with the understanding that it 
slioukl he renewed to morrow. Republican 
.'senators, in iheir speeches, referred to 
the re.solutlon a.« a confession of wrong 
on the part of the United States and ex- 
I're.ii.sed the opinion that any agitation of 
tlie Questlc« at this time would jçiv^e un­ 
due e.nco«raefement to the people of Co- 
h»mbia and misrepresent the attitude of 
that eountrj'. 


Bacon di.Mavowed any .such intention and 
said he accepted the resolution as an ac- 
campli.shed, fact. 
A> ready re.«?ponse, to 
this pronouncement eame from Hale and 
flurhig' the cour.se of the debate he and 
iJaeon practically agreed on a declaration, 
which JIale intimated he tv^ould offer ih the 
sonate to morrow. Other Republican sen- 
ntor.s indicated a willingness to accept any 
measure looking to an interference with 
ixecutivc negotiations, w'hile Democratic 
.‘it nator.s also Intimated objections on oth­ 
er ground.s.

HOUSE. 


The house to day for more than five 
hours conttldei^ the ^glalatlve, execu­ 
tive and judicial appropriation bl1|, but 
reached no conclusions oi> i t A variety 
of topiciî, including Panama and the tar- 
ifT, w'ere discussed during the„ course of 
the debate. Adams (Rep.. Pa.) referred 
to a dinner recently given In New York 
city at which Olney spoke, and made rcf- 
trencc to the result of the recent New 
Tork municipal contests as a victory won 
by catering to those who desire frep li­ 
cense in rum and immorality. 


This statement was resented by Fitz- 
yerald (Dem., N. Y.) in a vlgorouss speech, 
who, in giving the reasons responsible, in 
his opinion for the Democratic victory in 
that city, warmly assailed the Low a<fP- 
inhiistration. 


'SVheti t>iè introduction of a bill provid­ 
ing for cxpense-s of tJ>c civil service com- 
nilssijion was reached, Ilepljurn (Rep., 
Iowa) took occasion to express his opposi-' 
tion to the civil service system as it now 
existtf and expresse^^ a desire to uincfid 
the bill by striking out the paragraph pro­ 
viding for the expenses of the commission. 


Discussion of the civil service bUl waa 
jjending when the house adjourned. 


During the discussion of tiic civil senice 
appropriation in the legislative bill 
for the house committee of the whole, 
llepüurn questioned "the pccuniarj' bene- 
iit to the UiUted Slates that results from 
the existence of the civil service commis­ 
sion.” He said if he had an opportuntiy 
he w'ould vote against civil .service as it 
fsists to day. 


"1 believe,” he said, "it is the delibér­ 
ate judgment of every member of this 
house, save perhaps a score, that we aré 
wasting public money and that w'e áre in 
/pursdit of a phantom when we attempt to 
improve the civil service through the in- 
* strumnetality of that which we call the 
civil service commission.” 


e added that he believes It to be the 
.iudgment of every man that has given 
serious attention to It, who is familiar 
with legislation a'nd the operation of this 
i-cJieme of so-called improvement, that it 
is a failure- 


“The committee on civil service reform 
has never dared to come to this house 
with any propostion that could give the 
public an opportunity to express itself 
upon tbis question, so there is no way in 
which we can express our condemnation 
of this farce and this folly other than in 
vfting it out, knowing that It will come 
back; but I hope the public will have the 
courage to do it. For, with the utmost 
respect y> all gentlemen now before nie, I 
have no hesitation in sayin«r that it .Is 
their deference to a supposed existing* 
publid opinion that prevente Jliem- froni 
asserting themselves and wjplnff outCtWs 
fraud upon t h e , p u b l i c . .

POWDER MILL 


EXPLOSlOli 


Two Men Killed and Plaut of 
Buckeye Powder Mttls iPart- 
ially Destooyed* 


Peoria, Jan. 12.—A terrific explosion to 
day at the Buckeye powder mills, fifteen 
miles w’est of this city, on the Burlington 
road, resulted in the death of two em­ 
ployes and partial destruction of the 
plant. Twenty thousand pounds of blast­ 
ing powder blew up and the noise of the 
explosion, which shook the earth for 
miles around, was plainly heard in 
city. William Justice and Dconard S 
ers, the employes killed, were blow*ii 
feet in the air and a distance of 100 yards 
from the .scene. 


DRUGS REFUSED. 


Taylorville, Jan. 12.-Mrs, Cliarlcs Sharp, 
wife of the city treasurer of Taylorville, 
Is in a dying condition from the clfects 
of typhoid fever. It Is alleged her condi­ 
tion is duo to lack o£ mediclne.'towiiig to 
the religious faith, of her fatlier, wiio, it 
is claimed, objects to giving' drugs of any 
hind. 


Her father is Rev. Luther Simpson, a 
preacher of the Latter Day Saints* cliurch, 
and ho is said to believe in tlic Old Tes­ 
tament remedy of rubbing and anointing 
the sick with oil. 


Doctors Carroll and Nelms have been 
called in by Mr. Sharpe, but it is said their 
prescriptions have bene disregarded and 
death is inevitable.

Dale of National Conyentlon 
Fixed for «Tiily 6—Other Bus- 
iuess Transacted by tlie Kat« 
ional Committee. 


Washington, Jan. 12.—Tlie Democratic 
national committee to day furnished a 
surprise by selecting St. Louis as the place 
for holding the national convention in 
3901. The date xed for the convention was 
Wednesday, July 6. Previous to the meet­ 
ing of the committee U seemed a fore­ 
gone coiiclu.«ion that Chicago would be 
selected as the place of meeting, but po­ 
litical exigencies entered into the situa­ 
tion and a majority of the committe vot­ 
ed for St. Louis. For some hours previous 
to the meeting of the coTmmittec^ there was 
talk in the corrldor.s and among Demo­ 
cratic leaders that the convention in Chi­ 
cago might be subject to the Influence of 
a strong movement and strong newspaper 
influence in favor of some particular can­ 
didates. 
Charles W^. Knapp, of the St. 
Loui.s Republic, hinted at this in his 
.speech by .saying that the convention, if 
held at St. Loui.s, would be welcomed by 
an absolutely fair press. Two ballots were 
taken: 


First—New York, «; 
Chioago. 20; 
St. 
Loui.s, 23. 


Second—St; l^oul-s, 2S; Chicago. 21, 
The coininitete meeting covered con.sid- 
erable discussion of politics and claims of 
various candidates wer«> advocated by 
their parti.sans, but nothing like favoring 
any candidate appeared In the committee 
proceedings. 


Chairman Jone.s appointed J. T, Mc- 
Graw', of West irglnla; J. L. Sllyston, of 
A’^lfginla: W. B. Bourley, of New Jersey; 
J. M. Guffey, of Pennsylvania, and Nor­ 
man E. Mack, of New' York, as a commit­ 
tee to consider the disputed committee 
membership from the District of Colum­ 
bia. To this coimnittee was also .referred 
the reauest of the Democratic -central 
committee from Hawaii asking' that a 
Mr. Wood be made member from Hawaii, 
and also a request from the Dempefyctio 
central cojofimittee of Porto Rico request­ 
ing' permission to send six delegates to 
the national convention. 


The resolution commending the St. Louis 
exposition and the proposed exposition at 
Portland, Ore., to commemorate the Lewis 
and Clark expedition to the Pacific coast 
was agreed to. The committee adjourned 
'at 5:15 to meet at the call of the chair. 
; 'William J. Bryan, ^hen the committee 
liad concluded its labors, appeared, but 
his visit w'as without any apparent politi­ 
cal significance, d ie did not come to the 
hotel until after the committee had about 
concluded its business. He was warmly 
greeted by the m ^'bers of the committee 
and a nupiber oí Itii^m W’cre invited to call 
on him at his hotel in the evening, and 
hold a conference with Chairman Jones; 
Asked w'hat lie Uioutfht of tho Panama 
situation, Bryan sáid lie (Bryan) moved 
with deliberation ant| events occurred tod 
rapidly in sojne quarters for him to keep 
pace with them. In answer to another 
question he replied that it was yet too 
early to outline the Issues for tU«j com­ 
ing campaign. 


BRYAN SOLE EXECUTOR. 


New Haven, Conn.; Jan. 12.—W^llllam j. 
Bryan went to the probate court this 
morning with Lawyer Oliver TVhite and 
swore to an inventory of the i*ea^nd per­ 
sonal property of Philo S. 
of 
whose estate Mr. Bryan is executor. When 
he appeared it was divulged that Mr. 
Bryan is the sole executor of the estate, 
the other executor named intaoinetaoi 
as A. P. Sloan, of New ,York, the other 
executor named in the will, has failed to 
t^iualify. 


Mr. Bryan’s inventory shows theestate 
to be worth $295,744,exclusive of a small 
piece of property in Yonkers, which will 
probably bring the value up to 1350,000. One 
of the items in the estate is Thundermount 
mining stock. It was while investigating 
this property that Mr. Bennet fell from 
the top of astage coach and lost his life 
last August.

Sioux City, Iowa, Jan. 12.—’A. A. Bolks, 
of this city, who killed his wife and him­ 
self in I/OS Angeles to day^ was a wealthy 
retired farmer, w'ho came to Sioux City 
from^ Plymouth county, Iowa, to give his 
children an education. He was u very de­ 
voted church member. It Is thought by 
his friends here that he was not sound 
mentally when he left Slpu.K City for 
California. 


HANGS SELF BY ACCIDENT. 


LitchQeld, Jan. 12.—Roy H. Doerr, the S- 
year-old son of Mr. and Mr.^. Peter Doerr 
of Rountree township, met a horrible 
death by hanging. His body wa« found 
suspended from a Green Valley .«»chool 
hou.se tvlndow, the head being held by the 
sash, which had fallen. 


The lad had forgotten his glovt.*« and had 
returned the next morning to get them.

His lifeless body was found later by two 
little girls who were playljig" about the 
school house.

INQUIRY 


MORE 
DBVJßliOFBMüKTS 
COME TO MOHT 


Building InsiNsetor Williams on 
the Stand—Inexcusable Hegli- 
gencc Shown in the Manage­ 
ment of His Office. 


Chicago, Jan. 12.—Building Commissionec 
Williams was tlie chicf witnc.ss to day in 
the inquest over the victims of the Iro­ 
quois* theatre tire. He tcstilled tliat after 
the construction of the building he visit­ 
ed it once; that w^as abo^ut two weeks 
prior to the opening of the theatre. He 
had never looked at the plans of the 
buil'Ung, except once, and then for .a few 
seconds. 


l*tri?onally, he knew' nothing of the con­ 
struction of the theatre, depending upon 
the report of an inspector for his informa­ 
tion. Inspectors' reports were w’rltten in 
book.s, which he said he nev'er examined 
iniless some one made particular inquiry 
concerning: .some certain building. He ad­ 
mitted that he had allow-ed the builders 
to place pine joists In certain places be­ 
neath the Irociuols stage instead of steel 
supports called for by the bulUUng or­ 
dinance. Thi.s was done in order to facili­ 
tate the working of trap doors nect's.car.v 
ir. the production of “Mr. Bluebeard,” 


Williams admitted his department h*ul 
jvi.w.sed on the arranjiement of «ixlts, pa.s- 
i--n!?ewaya and aisles: that the department 
Uiicw the ordiriaee required exlt.s to be 
plainly marked: that appliances for the 
eMingui.«hment of fire be placed In thea- 
tre.s. a»^d .said that the office had never 
beui liiformed by the ln;?pector.s that none 
of tilt.«e requirements had been fully met 
ami h..« did not know before th theatre 
btiined whether they had been complied 
•viih or not. Neither he nor any member 
of his department, so far a.s lie knew% 
1 ad any knowledge whether automatic 
sprinklers had been placed in the thea­ 
tre or not. When asked whether he had 
questioned Inspector Laughlin, who. ho 
said, reported the theatre all right, he 
said he asked him no questions at all. 


Coroner Traeger demanded to know if 
there was anybody in the building com- 
otifMijicmer’s office whose business It was 
tp -s ^ ’ whether the inspectors did their 
duties. Williams replied: 


"Once in n while I have doin^ so.” Wil­ 
liams declared there was work enough in 
his department for fifty men, but he had 
only eighteen, and that in response to his 
repeated requests for more help he was 
informed that the city could not afford-to 
pay; thorn. 


Williams declared that last October he 
reported to Mayor Harrison that not one 
of the theatres In Chicago was complying 
with the ordinnnces. The mayor turned 
the report over to the council, wiilch re­ 
turned It over to thy committee and 
nothing wa» ever don«. CohccrniiiB the 
Iron gates' placed in stairways, which 
blocked two .of the exits, ^ ^Villlaoi^..said 
the plans of the building showed nothing 
and that he knew nothing of them. 
., Mayor Harrison was supoenaed by the 
coroner's jui^ to nlgllt to.atipi’ai* at the 
theatre tire inquest to morrow. The maypr 
was summoned as the outcome of the 
confession from Building Commissioner 
W'llliams, w'ho ackno^^iedged that the 
theatre managers have been guilty of 
repeated infractions of tlic laws designed 
to protect, the lives of their patrons.

Rumors of Military Freptrations 
Against Cnliimbla Denied by 
bA* Secretary Hay.^^ 


Washington, Jan. 12.—After tlie cabinet 
meeting to day Secretary Root issued the 
following statement: 


‘‘Tlie publication in various quarters of 
news indicating that the government Is, 
preparing to send troops to the.Isthmus 
to carry on military operations against Co­ 
lombia has been the source of considerable 
annoyance to the executive and war de­ 
partment. No state of war exists between 
the two countries: nu inauguration of hos-^ 
tilUles Is contemplated by this govern­ 
ment, and no preparations for war arc 
being made.* It is not believed by the 
I>resident nor by the secretary of state 
that any occasion for the employment of 
troops on the isthmus is likely to arise. 
Tliey have used their utmost efforts to 
convince General Reyes and tlie Bogota 
officials of friendly intentions of this gov­ 
ernment toward Colombia, and of their 
readiness to use tneir good offices in the 
settlement of any questions In dispute 
between Colombia and Panama. 
It is 
difficulty for them to believe the* authori­ 
ties In Bogota can be so blinded by passion 
arid preudice as to declare war against th& 
United States; and even if thi.s ruinous 
step should be taken by Colombia, this 
government would be in no haste to re­ 
spond to her challenge.”

Washington, Jan. 12.—The work of em­ 
paneling a jury In tho trial of Angnst W. 
Maehen, the Groff brother.*; and Dr. and 
Mrs. Lorenz on'the charge of coiisplracy 
to defraud the government in connection

ress. 


The advance sheets of his report 


say : 


I am fully convinced that if & 
present area of prosperity is to be ab­ 
ruptly terminated it will be becausc? 
of our own- folly, and not on account 
of unfavorable or unnatural condi­ 
tions in the industrial world. Despite 
(he fact that Wall street has given 
the country a needless sqare, thei% 
are reports from the west indicating 
that farmers, with few exceptions, 
have money in bank, cribs full of 
grain and have paid off their mort-; 
çages. 
» 


The south today, owes less, and has 
moro money, or its equivilant, than 
ever before in its jjistory. A promi­ 
nent southern man states that this 
year the large annual increase in 
returns to the south from all indus­ 
tries, agricultural and mineral prod­ 
ucts above any aniftial ^um which was 
realized froni industries, mines anc 
agriculture in years prior to the icvi 
war, or for several years immediately 
following, would be as great as the 
value of the slaves that were liberated 
by Abraham Lincoln’s proclamation. 
This is hard to believe, for the 2,000,- 


0 0 0 slaves set free were valued at 
$2,000,000,000. 


As. evidence of prosperity in gen­ 
eral Mr. Justin sa'^s shippers con­ 
tinue to complain of an insufficient 
supply of cars. He admits that the 
conduct of certain labor leaders in 
Chicago and Kew York has tended 
to check activity in certain indus^ 
tries, but adds that they may be to 
the country’s gain, since much of thiB 
proposed expansion was only a part 
of the program of reckless and con­ 
scienceless 
speculators. ’ 
In 
the 
assertion that the cost of building is 
15 per cent lower* than a year ago he 
feels encouraged to believe that the 
resumption of work on many contem­ 
plated structures and the expansion 
of facilities in many industries is 
sure to follow.

Kefering in detail to the indus,- 
trial development of the south he 
says: 


According to the most reliable in­ 
formation the cotton crop of 1903

I have felt greatly indebted to you since

ity of plants to reduce. When green 
food is turned under, lime will be found 
il valuable adjunct, as it neutralize» 
rthe acids in the *iw)lls and combines 
:èith them. It is a heaVy substance arid 
has a tendency to go down; hence If 
broadcasted on the surface of a field It 
.will sooner or later be within the reach 
of plants.- Stone lime that has been 
air iIà(iV^ tiBtili t is fliie îs*better than 
any^their form, and that ftx>m the gas 
.woiiis Mostly sulphites and sulphides)

Apples and T h eir M arkets. 


The high price and shortage of bar­ 
rels has been a great burden to many 
apple growers, but in the end It may 
prove a good thing. For one thing it 
has forced some growers to pack their 
|)est fruit in boxes. This form of pack­ 
age Is sure to grow In favor as soon as 
[buyers are accustomed to It. 
This 
year’s shipments will help advertise it. 
'Growers will remember the .tremen­ 
dous apple crop of 1896. The price was 
¡low, and many predicted failure, but 
•the very low price forced sliippers to 
send the apples Into new markets, 
places where isuèh fruit had never gone 
before. 
This created new demands, 
which have grovim with each year. But 
for that year of cheap apples these de­ 
mands would be unheard of.—Rural 
New Yorker.

DEATH B ë COÈD.

Barbará Johnson p&sed away p^ce- 
fuUy athome*of her granddaiigh> 
ter, Mrs. S. H. Cruin, near Literber- 
ly. 
She ; retired the night before 
in apparently good healâ, but the 
madnne which Jmd run^ long gave 
out and stopped. She leW asleep on 
earth to awake in heaveu. 


Mrs, Johnson, whose maiden name 
was Bai’bara Ritchrát, was born in 
Ross county, Ohio, Jan. 23, 1809, and 
lived there until grown. 
Feb. 17, 
1826, she was married to Zachariah 
Johnson, a worthy young inan and 
brave pioncKîr and togetlwr they jour­ 
neyed the patii iof lifq^ till March 
10, 1863, when he Avas called to his 
reward. 
Early in 1828 tlieir iirat 
child, IIenr.y R. Johnson, was born 
and when ho was but seven months 
odi his father decided to go west and 
seek his fortuiJe with çther pioneers 
who Ind ibund congenial homes on 
tHo prunes and in the woods, tliough 
theii lives wpre beset with matiy 
old his lather deèided to go west and 
tedious and fatiguing, but was borne 
with heroic fortitude and patience 
and ende^ auspicously. T^iey settled 
near the place which was their home 
for 80 iniany years in the north part 
of the county and to the day of her 
dieatb Grandma Jolmson owned a 
hundred acres of iand entered by her 
husband. 
Tlie story of those early 
day^ vTOs vividly told by herself and 
will well bear repetition: 


‘‘1« had n^ever been from home and 
the experience was new to me. We 
had very little money and started 
west at the request of my husband’s 
father, who sent for us. We camped 
on the way and I was sorely frighten­ 
ed by the howls of the w'olves, who 
seemed to be uncomfortably near, 
though we were not molested. Bears 
and other wild animals abounded 
and many a liight I hugged my baby 
to my heart, fearing he would be 
taken away by some of the wild crea­ 
tures of the woods, but we were all 
Spared to reach our destination in 
safety. 
We had three dollars in 
money and used thaf to buy meat 
for the winter. We had a fairly good 
cabin for those times and my hus- 
and’l father had gone to the Galena 
mines and left us his cabin. To be 
surtí there was no hardware in the 
construction and no sawn lumber; 
the floor and doors were punch ones 
and the roof of split boards, held on 
with weight poles 
and often 
the 
snow sifted in so much that we had 
o sliQvel it out. The upper part of 
thé dwelling we called the loft and 
%yas reached by a sapling ladder 
and once I attempted to climb it and 
falling broke a rib. The 4oor of the 
second story was split boards and ra­ 
ther an uncertain foimdaticm, but 
ve managed to make it do. We went 
many miles to mill and then had to 
wait our turn and corn meal was 
the. principal article brought home. 
We raised sòme vegetables and game 
was ^uito plentiful, so we generally 
lad enough to eat, though the winter 
the ^ deep snow caused us all con­ 
siderable hardship. Wolves used to 
come around the house and gnaw the 
)onejS they threw out and bear, deer 
and other wild game were abiind- 
Hoininy we pounded in a hol- 
ow place made in a stump and our 
sausage meat we chopped on a block, 
such a thing as a sausage grinder 
)oing unknown for years. Oxir light 
the fallow dip and later on wc 
earned Uio art of dipping candles 
and that Wiis a great invention. Meet­ 
ings were given out to begin at early 
aiidle ¡lightiiig, ‘‘Ih’ovidence pernii t- 
tii^ and the creeks don*t rise.” We 
raised llax and. some cotton and 
carded, spun and wove the cloth which 
made most of our clothes and 1 
dyed it as well," using a good many 
)utteynuts and butternut bark among 
other things. 
Our house was well 
mown as a stopipng place for mini­ 
sters and in it wc held meetings for 
a long time before there was a bet­ 
ter place, and we have accommodated^ 
as many as eighteen to twenty per­ 
sons at a time, the men sleeping on 
one side of the floor and the women 
on thé other, and though the fare was 
lomely all were made welcome and 
we had go(^ times and enjoyé reli­ 
gión in a hearty way. Among the 
none^r preachers we used to have 
with us were Father Hawthorne, Pe­ 
ter Cartwright, IS'ewton Cloud, Da­ 
niel Short, father of Dr. W. F.Short, 
! rather HeElfresh, Peter Akers and 
many others. 


**We worked in our way and thrive- 
ed on simple fare. We used the Are 
>laee with the crane and swinging 
settles/ bi^^ in the ‘Dutch oven; 
and mana'géd to get along all right, 
and when the tin reflectors came 
aound wo thought we were advanc- 
^ wonderfully, until the old step- 
stoves threw aU other means into 
Iw shade. Corn meal was our prin­ 
cipi' article of diet and if we had 
flour, we had to sift it puïselyes. We 
uia^ pumpkin^ butter and pumkin

customed tb:them.” : 


Ifrs. Johnson was indb^; a mother 
in Israel;" universidly resp^t^d and 
loved by all who knew^ her.' She was 
probably the oldest woman in the 
county, though^ as > far as k n o ^ to 
the writer the honor of being the old­ 
est resident of the county; belongs 
to Mr. Geor^ Carter, of this city, 
a man of great worth and respect. 
Mrs. Johnson gave her life to tlie 
rearing of a worthy family and do­ 
ing good as slie had, opoprtunity. 
Sf^aking. of her Dr. W. F. Short, of 
this city, said he had known her 
since he ^vas a boy and she had al­ 
ways borne the same giK>d nanio 
this city, said he had known her 
that was with her at the last. She 
was one of the few who could rc- 
nicber the ikH?p snow and ryeidl tliii 
days w'lien Jackiionviile was hardly a 
village. 
'Fruly a gootl woman lias 
gone to her eternal rciit and her 
name is blessed. 


She was the mother of Henry R. 
Johnson, Susan Henderson, Emily 
JCcnncdy, Ann Jlay, James Johnson, 
Mattie 
Henderson and 
jMargaret 
Thompson, deceased. 
Many grand­ 
children anti ^uat grandchildren sur­ 
vive her and sonit great groat grand­ 
children.
